Tue Italian government has decided to electrify its 
railways at an expense of many millions of dollars, 
and there are plenty of others to follow this example. 
Every such decision means an increased demand for 
copper. 








Ir 1s estimated that the demand for pig iron this 
year will be several hundred thousand tons in excess 
of the possible capacity of the furnaces, and it looks 
as if the man who will get the iron will be the man 
who is willing to pay the price. 








PIG IRON production at the beginning of the month 
of Mav was greater than at any previous time, the 
weekly capacity of the furnaces in operation May Ist 
being 523,912 tons, as compared with 497,456 tons on 
April Ist, and constituting a new record for the 
United States. 








A NEW ARRIVAL among our exchanges is The Wis- 
consin and Northwest Trade Journal, which makes its 
bid for the patronage of the retail trade in the terri- 
tory of which LaCrosse, Wisconsin, is a jobbing cen- 
ter. It is to be published monthly, with W. E. Barber 
as manager, the publication office being in the Mc- 
Millan Bldg., at LaCrosse. Promises of future excel- 
lence of a novel character are made by the publishers 
in their introductory article and the first issue is very 
readable. It contains 68 pages of live matter and de- 
votes considerable space to the -catalogue-house ques- 
tion, 








Mr. E. H. Gary, replying to an announced inten- 
tion of Mr. Harriman that claims for damages on ac- 
count of defective rails sold to the Union and South- 
ern Pacific railroads would be entered, said that the 
rails were manufactured according to express stipu- 
lations, under direct supervision and tests by inspec- 
tors for the railroads, but that they were too light 
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for the heavy equipment and high rate of speed now 
in practice. Mr. Gary said that a 110-pound rail 
should be used, whereas the heaviest is now go to 100 
pounds. Conditions of travel have changed and rails 
must be changed to meet them.

THERE is a world of significance and sound sense in 
the following excerpt from a recent report by Mr. H. 
H. Morgan, United States consul at Stuttgart, Ger- 
many: “I can understand that the vast commercial 
and industrial prosperity at home has made many of 
our merchants and manufacturers indifferent to the for- 
eign trade, but the time will come when they will need 
a foreign market for the overproduction of their fac- 
tories, and I think it timely now, in the days of pros- 
perity, to sound a note of warning to prepare during 
cur hour of commercial peace for the hour of commer- 
cial war.” 








IN PLACING an enormous order for steel rails the 
Pennsylvania Railway Company has specified that cer- 
tain changes shall be made in the method 
of manufacture with a view to improv- 
ing the quality of the rails. A number 
of inspectors have been appointed by the 
road to see that the specifications are complied with at 
the mills. 

It is charged that hurried methods of manufacture 
in the past have sometimes lowered the quality of 
Pittsburgh steel rails and Mr. E. H. Harriman re- 
cently made the public announcement in New York 
that so many rails had broken on his lines during the 
year that his managers had asked him to call the atten- 
tion of the rail makers to their defective work. It is 
said to be likely, in view of such facts, that the United 
States Steel Corporation will inaugurate a general 
movement toward better work at the mills and it is 
understood that great improvements to this end are 
contemplated by the Corporation. It is intimated that 
there will not be any increase in the common dividends 
of the Corporation for at least a year, in order that 
the surplus may be used for betterments in machinery 
and methods. 

In the past, it seems, speed in manufacture has been 
the chief consideration at the mills and quality appar- 
ently has been sacrificed to secure speed. Now that 
the railway interests are beginning to complain of de- 
fective work, it is certain that steps must be taken to 
link quality and speed together, before our important 
steel trade suffers from the disclosure of defects in 
the products of the mills. 


Manufacture. 








PRESIDENT W. W. FINLEy of the Southern Railway 
Company is doing some remarkably successful mis- 
sionary work in bringing about a better 
The Railroads understanding between the public and 
—_ the railways. He believes that close and 

the People. ay ; 
harmonious co-operation between them 
is necessary to the material and social advancement 
of the country, and in a tactful, diplomatic way he is 
engaged in the laudable endeavor to bring about such 

co-operation. 

As concerns the carriers of any section and the 
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people they serve, Mr. Finley believes and says that no 
two interests were ever before more interdependent 
or more identical. He believes that they should stand 
shoulder to shoulder in the great battle of industrial 
supremacy, where section against section and country 
against country contend. The section with a narrow 
and hurtful policy towards its railways, he says, must 
abandon the hope of commercial supremacy and he 
urges that all business men, impelled by their own 
self-interest, should be active, militant advocates of 
fair play for the railways and of preserving their 
ability to increase and improve their service. 

The keynote of Mr. Finley’s public addresses, which 
are gaining the ear of a constantly widening constitu- 
ency is found in his statement that every patriotic man 
who has the prosperity and progress of his com- 
munity at heart should do his utmost to protect and 
preserve the ability of the railways to provide the ad- 
ditional transportation facilities that the business inter- 
ests of the country imperatively demand. 

Mr. Finley is soon to address the hardware manu- 
facturers of the country in convention assembled, and 
can be relied upon to speak interestingly and instruc- 
tively of the important subject of which he is an 
acknowledged master. 








UnusuaL activity among the manufacturers of the 
United States is indicated by the record which they 
are making in the importation of foreign 

Imports of materials for use in their industries, The 
ee *’ fioures covering three-quarters of the 

* fiscal year which ends with next month 
show a more rapid growth in importation of manu- 
facturers’ materials than that of any other class of im- 
ports, and indicate that the total value of manufac- 
turers’ materials imported during the full fiscal year 
1907 will exceed by far that of any earlier year. In 
the nine months ending with March of the present 
year, crude materials imported for use in manufac- 
turing show an increase of 51 million dollars, against 
an increase of but 18 millions in the corresponding 
months of the preceding year; while the group “manu- 
factures for further use in manufacturing” shows an 
increase of 44 million dollars, against an increase of 
but 30 millions in the corresponding months of the 
preceding year. 

The figures indicate that the value of materials im- 
ported for manufacturing purposes, whether crude or 
partially manufactured, will in the fiscal year 1907 
exceed by more than 100 million dollars that of any 
preceding year. In the fiscal year 1906 crude ma- 
terials for use in manufacturing showed a gain of but 
25 million dollars and manufactures for further use in 
manufacturing a gain of 42 millions compared with 
the imports of the preceding year. In the fiscal year 
1905 crude materials showed a gain of 68 million dol- 
lars and manufactures for further use in manufactur- 
ing a gain of 17 millions over the imports of the pre- 
ceding year; while in 1904 crude materials showed a 
reduction of 10 million dollars and manufactures for 
further use in manufacturing a loss of 35 millions 
compared with 1903. In 1907 it seems probable that 
crude materials imported will show an increase of 
nearly 70 million dollars and manufactures for further 
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use in manufacturing a gain of over 50 million dollars 
over those of last year. 

This increase in materials for use in manufacturing 
occurs in nearly all articles. Copper bars, pigs, an< 
ingots show importations aggregating 145 million 
pounds, against 128 millions in the corresponding 
months of the preceding year; iron ore, a total of 7;- 
thousand tons, against 689 thousand tons in the corre- 
sponding months of the preceding year; tin, a total of 
75 million pounds, against 67 millions in the corre. 
sponding months of 1906. 

A few articles show a slight reduction in importa- 
tions measured by quantities, but in nearly every case 
the value, even of those articles, shows an increase 
indicating an advance in prices. 

That much higher prices are being paid for the 
manufacturers’ materials and many other of the arti 
cles now imported than those of even a single year 
ago is apparent from a critical examination of the 
statistics, which show quantities and values of various 
artic'es imported, and the average import price per 
unit. of quantity in March, 1907, compared with that 
of March, 1906. Lumber shows an average import 
valuation of $18.56 per thousand feet, against $17.23 
in March of last year; tin, in bars, blocks, and pigs. 
41.1 cents per pound, against 34.2 cents in March of 
last year; tin plates, 3.4 cents per pound, against 3 
cents in March of the preceding year; copper, in pigs. 
bars, etc., 21.9 cents per pound, against 17 cents in 
March of the preceding year, and coal, $2.83 per ton, 
against $2.41 in the same month of last year. 

In many articles other than manufacturers’ ma- 
terials the import prices also show a marked advance, 
and the past year can certainly be said to have made 
a record for high prices. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

A correspondent of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, who 
signs himself “Retailer,” announces his belief that I 
“must have a grouch” because I recently deprecated 
the fact that the Larkin soap people of Buffalo, N. Y.. 
are giving away Garland stoves and ranges as pre- 
miums with their products. “Retailer” asks what busi- 
ness it is of mine if the Larkin people or the Garland 
people give away their stoves, and he accuses me of 
being one-sided in condemning the Larkin plan. Inci- 
dentally he says he likes to read “Mr. Arnold’s arti- 
cles,” and for this portion of his letter I hereby tender 
him my sincere thanks and congratulations on his good 
taste. 

Yes, Mr. Retailer, I confess I am one-sided—and | 
try to be. I am one-sided on the side of justice and 
fair play. I am one-sided on the side of the hardware 
man and stove dealer who is trying to make an honest 
living out of his business—and in his behalf I oppose 
the idea of forcing the sale of soap by presents of 
stoves and ranges. I am one-sided on behalf of the 
stove dealer when I say that the stove makers who en- 
courage this premium idea are not giving the stove 
dealer a square deal. 

My attention was called to the Larkin stove business 
by a firm of Western merchants who condemned the 
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idea as likely to hurt their interests, and I was just 
one-sided enough to be ready to take up the cudgels in 
their behalf. 

| do not care much how many Garland stoves are 
civen away with so many pounds or so many tons of 
soap—and perhaps it is none of my business what the 
Garland people or the Larkin people do with their 
products. But I do care—and it is my business—when 
their methods threaten the interests of the stove re- 
tailer and the latter begins to kick. I did not “butt 
into” this controversy until my attention was called to 
it in a legitimate way, as a dealer’s grievance, and the 
interest I then took in the matter was a legitimate in- 
terest if I am to maintain my standing and reputation 
as an unbiased champion of the retail trade. 

I say that this stove premium idea of the soap 
manufacturers militates against the best interests of 
the retail hardware trade, and I therefore do not hesi- 
tate to condemn it. And it is clearly up to the manu- 
facturers who furnish the stoves and ranges given 
away with the soap to set themselves right with the 
trade. 

ok *K * 

Another correspondent hands me a bouquet for 
bringing the Larkin-Garland deal into the fierce light 
of publicity and says the Garland people are injudi- 
cicus to allow their stoves to be given away as pre- 
miums in territory where they have regular stove deal- 
ers or hardware stores handling their line. This is the 
view of the case that will be taken, I believe, by nine 
dealers out of every ten. Surely the trade has enough 
to contend with at all times in meeting various kinds 
of competition, without being stabbed in the back by 
stove makers allied with premium concerns. 

The lines in the popular song, “This is the day they 
give babies away with half a pound of tea,” will have 
to be changed to read, “This is the day they give 
ranges away with a bar or two of soap.” That is, un- 
less the righteous indignation of the retail trade puts a 
stop to this Larkin scheme.

Even as I write the mail brings me an inquiry from 
.n Iowa firm of hardware retailers who, having read 
what I had to say on the subject recently, wish to 
know whether the Garland stoves offered by the soap 
people are those made by a certain Detroit concern. 
This shows plainly whether or not the retailers are in- 
terested in the idea, and is my justification for taking 
the matter up.

STEEL BOX CARS. 








With their own all-steel passenger and postal cars 
now on the rails, the Omaha shops of the Union Pa- 
cific have turned out two sample all-steel box cars from 
designs of the motive power department. This is an- 
other step toward the approaching era of steel rolling 
stock of all kinds. It leaves to be produced only the 
all-steel dining car, which calls for no new structural! 
features such as are embodied in other types. 

With greater cubic capacity, the all-steel box car 
weighs only 37,800 pounds, or two tons less than the 
standard wooden car. Besides the element of greater 
safety and protection to goods in transit, the steel car 
has the advantage of requiring less repair than the 
wooden car, will be out of service less frequently, and 
will, therefore, give more, as well as better, service to 
the carrier and to shippers. 

A single 15-inch “I” beam forms the center sill of 
the car, below the double steel flooring. The sides and 
ends are of thin sheet steel, riveted every two feet to 
angle carlins. Each door is a single sheet of steel, re- 
inforced like the sides and ends of the car, by diagonal 
bracing. 

The only difference in dimensions between the steel 
and wooden Union Pacific box car is that the steel car 
is 4%4 inches wider and 2 inches lower. The length, 
40 feet, is the same, but the steel car has a greater ca- 
pacity by 50 cubic feet-——The American Metal Market.

SET TRIGGER FOR FIREARMS. 








A patent, No. 85,942, has been granted to James N. 
Fisher of Springfield, Massachusetts, and by him as-

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arms of which a drawing is ‘given herewith. The 


claim allowed is as: follows: 

The combination with the hammer of.a fire-arm, of a’sear 
and a trigger having a common axis, the trigger having~a 
swinging movement on its axis relative to the sear and nor- 
mally bearing against the rear end of the latter; a spring 
secured to the frame, the free end of which is rounded and 
extends toward the trigger, there being a slot in the trigger 
to receive the free end of the spring, and a projection ex- 
tending into the slot against which the rounded end of the 
spring bears, whereby when the trigger is pressed forward 
a part thereon is separated from the sear and constitutes a 
hammer to release the sear. upon the release of the trigger, 
together with means to limit the forward swing of the trigger.

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TO MAKE AN OVAL FLARING PAN. 


(o Toe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In answer to the inquiry of Mr. E. M. Johnson, 305 
Thirty-first street, Chicago, let me tell him how te 
draw the plan, elevation and patterns of an oval flar- 
ing pan, uniform flare all around. 

The sketch which he submitted called for the pat- 
terns for an oval pan, 12 by 16 inches on the bottom, 
io inches deep, with a 4-inch flare all around. 

PLAN OF OVAL FIGURE I. 

Draw the line A B 24 inches long. and the perpen- 

dicular line C D 20 inches long, bisecting the line A B 
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p yD 
at point S. Construct the rectangle C O P D as 
shown. Divide the line O-P into six equal parts, and 
make A G and B H each equal in length to P R. 
Threugh point R, the second point of division, and 
point G draw a line intersecting the line C D in 
point E. 

Draw the line T G intersecting the line C D in point 
F, and draw straight lines connecting points E and F 
to point H. From point F as a centre, with radius 
F C, draw an arc of a circle extending to line T G; 
mark the intersection point I. Draw the chord of the 
arc I C, and through the center point of the line draw 
a perpendicular, intersecting the center point F, thus 
dividing the arc I C into two similar triangles, I F X 
and C F X. From point E as a center, with radius 
E D, describe the arc I D, drawing the chord of the 
arc I D and bisect the line by drawing a perpendicular 
to the center point E, also dividing the arc into two 
similar triangles, I E C and 3 E D. Make the dis- 
tances C 8 and D 8 each equal to either C 1 or D1. 

From F and E as centers describe the arcs C 8 and 
D 8, and from points 8-8 draw the short lines tending 
to H. From C and D measure 4 inches on the line 
C D—mark the points L N. From F as a center, 
radius F L, describe the inner arc, intersecting T G 
and 8-H, and from E as a center, radius E N, describe 
the inner arc intersecting R G and 8-H. From H and 
G as centers describe the end curves of the oval as 
shown. 

The patterns of this oval pan are laid out in pre- 
cisely the same manner as the pattern for a flaring 
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Figure 2. At any convenient place on the paper 
draw the vertical line C D, equal in length to E D or 
F C, Fig. 1. Through point C draw the line A B per- 
pendicular to C D, and from C as a center point de- 
scribe the semi-circle A D B. Make D 1 and D 8, 
Fig. 2, equal to D 1 and D 8, Fig. 1. Join C 1 and 
C 8, Fig. 2. Make C K, Fig. 2, equal to either F L 
or EN, Fig. 1, and make C G, Fig. 2, equal to either 
F G or F H, Fig. 1. From C as a center point, Fig. 
2, revolve points K and G to intersect line A B in 
points not lettered. Draw the line E F, Fig. 3, parallel 
to A B, Fig. 2, and bisect the line at point L. Make 
L E, L K, L O equal to C 1, C K, CG, Fig. 2. Draw 
the line L V indefinite and perpendicular to E F, and 
through points K and O on the line E F draw vertical 
lines indefinite. On the indefinite line drawn through 
K measure 10 inches, indicating the perpendicular 
height of the pan. The distance from FE to K, Fig: 3. 
is 4 inches, therefore a straight line drawn from FE to 
H gives the flare of the oval pan, and the line con- 
tinued to intersect the indefinite line drawn through I. 
gives point V at the apex of the triangle. Through 
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point O, Fig. 3, draw the line O R perpendicular to 
FE F, and intersecting the slant line E V in point R. 
Draw the line F V and through point H draw a 
straight line parallel to E I’, intersecting F V in a point 
not lettered. Now the distance V E, Fig.- 3, is the 
distance to set the dividers to lay out the pattern for 
the base of the oval pan, extending from 1 to C and 
8, and also extending from 1 to D and 8, as shown bv 
the arcs of circles on Fig. 1, and also shown by the 


arc from 1 to D and 8 on the semi-circle, Fig. 2. 
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HOW TO LAY OUT THE PATTERNS. 

At any convenient place on the paper establish the 
center point E, Fig. 4. Set the dividers to the distance 
V E, Fig. 3, and from the center point E, Fig. 4, de- 
scribe an arc of a circle large enough to lay out the 
points of division from 1 to 8, inclusive; as shown in 
Fig. 1 and duplicated in Fig. 2. 

On the arc of the circle, Fig. 4, establish point 1 
at pleasure, The lower arc of. the circle, Fig. 1, is 
divided into eight spaces and numbered'1, 2, 3, 4 D, 5, 
6, 7 and 8. From point 1, Fig. 4, measure ‘those dis- 
tances on the arc of a circle previously drawn, and 
number the spaces from 1 to 8, inclusive, as shown. 
Draw straight lines from points 1 D and 8 to center 
point E. Take the distance V R, Fig. 3, in the -divid- 


U 














ers, and from E, Fig. 4, as a center point, establish 
point H, on the line 8 E, and from point H as a center, 
Fig. 4, extend the dividers to point 8, and describe the 
small arc 8 B 8. Joint 8 to H and continue the line 
indefinite. Join B to H, and also continue the line in- 
definitely. To lay out the other arc it is necessary to 
establish the center point F, precisely the same distance 
from E in Fig. 4, as from E to F as shown in Fig. I. 
Set the dividers again to the distance V E, Fig. 3, and 
from point 8’, Fig. 4, measure the distance on the in- 
definite line drawn from 8 through point H, establish- 
ing. point F. Join the two center points, E and F. 
The line so drawn must be square with indefinite line 
drawn from point B through center point H. As the 
dividers are set, from point F as a center describe an 
are extending from 8 to C and 1 as shown on pattern. 

The measuring spaces on this half-pattern are sim- 
ilar to the other half. and of equal length. Connect 
point 1 with center point F and from F, with radius 
F H, describe an arc intersecting the line 1 F in point 
G. From point G as a center, radius G 1, describe a 


‘s:oall arc indefinite, and on this arc from point I space 


the distance 1 A, Fig. 1, said distance being. one-half 
the girth of the small curve of the oval. From pomt A 
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\ 
draw a line through point G, continue as shown on 
the pattern. 

From E as a center, Fig. 4, radius E H, describe an 
arc intersecting the line 1 E in point G. From G a: 
a center, radius G 1, describe an indefinite: arc, on 
which are from point 1 space the distance 1 A, Fig. 1, 
and mark point A on pattern. “Draw a straight line 
from A through G and continué as shown on pattern, 
thus completing the form of the pattern for the base 
of the oval pan in one piece. 

HOW TO OBTAIN THE REQUIRED FORM OF THE PATTERN 
FOR THE TOP OF OVAL PAN. 

Take the distance V H, Fig. 3, in the dividers, and 
from E as a center describe an arc of a circle intersect- 
ing lines 8 H and 1 G as shown, also intersecting line 
D E in point N. 

Now change the dividers to point F asa center and 
describe the arc of a circle intersecting lines 8’ H and 


‘ 1 G, also intersecting line C F in point L. Set the di- 


viders to the distance R H, Fig. 3, and from H as a 
center, Fig. 4, describe the small arc as shown at M, 
also from G on the extreme lines of pattern as a cen- 
ter describe the small curve as shown at K, thus com- 
pleting the entire pattern in one piece. 

The pattern as laid out can be utilized in any man- 
ner desired, to suit the material. 

Remember it takes three edges to make a seam if 
you groove the joint. Always allow a single edge 
on one piece, which must be on the outside when 
formed in shape. 

Allow a double edge on the other piece, and form 
the material so the double ‘edge is turned in. Allow 
usual edges at top. and bottom. 

In Fig. 1 points G and H are centers to describe 
the end curves of the oval; _The radius lines 1 F and 
8 F pass through center points G and H. Place the 
triangle V E L, Fig. 3, with the base E L resting on 
the radius line 1 G F, Fig. 1. Point L coincides with 
center point F, point E. with 1, point O with center 
point G, point K is found on the radius line at the join- 
ing of the two curves of the oval. 

Now you can see that by erecting a perpendicular 
from point G to intersect line E V, point R, the inter- 
section of the lines, is the center to describe the pattern 
for the end curve of the oval, The distance R E de- 
scribes the base and R H the top of pattern.. The girth 
is measured on the arc from point I to 1, as shown. 
Furthermore, you can see, by using the radius line 
I G F as an axis, to revolve the triangle on the paper, 
that point V, apex of the triangle, will fall on a per- 
pendicular to point F, and the triangle V E L, Fig. 3, 
will be duplicated on the paper, and connected with 
Fig 1. 

This is the practical method used in the workshop 
to find the center points to describe a pattern for a 
flaring article. 

This problem has been laid out so that the radius 
C F or E D, Fig. 1, measured 1234 inches. The dis- 
tance V L, Fig. 3, measures 317 inches. The slant 
line V E measures 34% inches.. The distance E R, 
Fig. 3, is 18 inches. The line K H, Fig. 3, is to inches. 
The line A B, Fig. 1, is 24 inches, C D is 20 inches, 
and the top of the oval pan is 4 inches smaller all 
around.

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SHEET AND TINPLATE MAKERS’ WAGES. 





The bi-monthly examination of prices of shipments 
of tin plates, which occurred at Pittsburg May 10, gave 
the tin plate makers their third 2 per cent advance 
since January 1. . The average price of shipments in 
\larch and April was $3-74. 

The base .of the scale is ‘$3. 40, each advance of a 
full 10 cents a box giving the men 2 per cent advance 
on the base of the scale. The examination for No- 
vember. and December showed an average between 
$3.50 and $3.60 ; the next showed above $3.60 and 
now this one shows above $3.70. The settlement gov- 
erns the wages for May and June. 

The skilled workers in the sheet mills obtain an ad- 
vance of 3.6 per cent for May and June, through the 
higher prices realized on shipments of sheets during 
March, and. April. The examination made May 10 
showed that the average price realized on shipments 
of 26, 27 and 28 gauge sheets during March and April 
was $2.46. :The base of the scale is $2.30, as the 
average of the three gauges, with 2.6 per cent for 
each, fyll. 0 cent advance in the average realized 
price. . 

This is the first time that the sheet mill workers’ 
wages have been advanced by the working of the slid- 
ing scale. 

The sliding scale prevails only with the Amalgam- 
ated. Association and the advance therefore would ap- 
ply only in the union mills. More than half the Amer- 
ican Sheet & Tin. Plate Company’s sheet mills are 
non-union, but the company has decided to give the 
percentage advance also in the non-union mills, al- 
though in. these mills individual agreements are made, 
on a flat scale, with no sliding feature incorporated. 

The men in the non-union tin plate mills controlled 
by the leading interest will also receive the same ad- 
vance as the tin plate workers belonging to the Amal- 
gamated Association.

THE WEIGHT OF A TON. 





To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

The inquiry of your correspondent, R. H. T., of 
Philadelphia, in your issue of May 11th raised a ques- 
tion of considerable importance and is one which I 
hope to see freely discussed by your readers. We 
certainly should have a standard ton, uniform in all 
the states, for the handling of such important com- 
modities as metals, coal, coke, etc. 

It is all very well to say that as long as everybody 
knows there is a long ton and a short ton no con- 
fusion can arise, but I find in trade papers frequent 
references to both kinds of tons and also metal sta- 
tistics given in terms of the metric ton. Thus-we 
have the ton of 2,000 pounds, commonly known as the 
short ton, this being the ton most commonly used in 
this country; the ton of 2,240 pounds, known as the 
long ton, which is the ton invariably used in English 
trade, and the metric ton, in which continental Euro- 
pean metal statistics are usually given, this last being 
a ton of 2,204.06 pounds. What is there to prevent 
the standardization of the ton in the United States as 
we have a standard foot and a standard yard? 
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At present I believe each state in the Union is a 
law unto itself in this matter and the ton varies in 
different states. Inconvenience to men in the metal 
business must invariably arise at times from this con- 
dition of affairs and I hope to see inaugurated through 
the agitation of the question in the columns of THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN a movement ‘for the national 
standardization of the ton. M. B. M.

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

_ The question raised in your columns as to the weight 
of a ton is a most interesting one and I believe with 
your correspondent, R. H. T. of Philadelphia, that 
something should be done to secure uniformity in 
weight. The variation in the ton appears to be due 
to the variation in the hundredweight, which is some- 
times 100 pounds, sometimes 112 pounds, and some- 
times 120 pounds avoirdupois, according to differing 
laws or customs. By the legal standard, in England 
the hundredweight is 112 pounds, which makes the 
English ton, containing 20 hundredweight, weigh 2,240 
pounds. In most of the United States, both in prac- 
tice and by law, the hundredweight is 100 pounds 
avoirdupois, the corresponding ton of 2,000 pounds, 
sometimes called the short ton, being the legal ton in 
these states. I do not know just how many of the 
states have adopted the short ton, nor in how many 
of them the ton of 2,240 pounds is the standard, but I 
do know that there is no universal standard for the 
ton nor any uniformity in all the states, and this I 
think is a defect which should be remedied in the in- 
terest of interstate and international commerce.

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COST OF ROLLING COPPER. 








“One of the hardest things with which we have t 
contend to-day,” said an official of a large metal pro 
ducing corporation, according to Copper and Brass, 
of Detroit, “is the etroneous idea that many. big buyers 
of metal goods have of the causes of ‘market fluctua 
tions. We have a base price established monthly trace« 
toa simple tightening or loosening in the copper market. 
But when we attempt to increase our margin of profit 
above the. base price there are many of our customers 
who cannot understand why we should demand more 
money. In other words, they ask us if it costs.us more 
to roll 26c copper than it does to roll 25¢ copper. 

“As a matter of fact, it does cost more to roll 
high priced copper than low priced. In the proeéss of 
rolling copper, there is a certain amount of waste. 
Each time the copper is taken to the fire in the rolling 

-process, a black oxide forms on the sheet or bar. This 
oxide has to be removed, and we of course re-refine 
what we can of it, producing ‘scale.’ No matter how 
thorough our system, however, a certain amount of 
this scale is lost in the process—a certain weight of it 
always washes away in the sewers or is otherwise 
wasted. Now in the case of 26c copper.this waste: is 
no greater in bulk than in the case of 25¢ copper, but 
its value is more, and thus the value represented by this 
loss is greater in proportion to the increased value ot 
the main product, and the actual cost of producing a 
sheet of copper is more, for this and other similar rea- 
sons. 

“No man can figure out the copper situation. I have 
only one thing to fear, and that is that all of us who 
are sitting back waiting fer copper to drop, will rush: 
into the market in a body when we see that it will not 
drop, and the price will soar still higher. I am afraid 
of a situation similar to that of last year. Copper was 
said to be ‘off’ and the big consumers decided to let the 
sellers of copper come to them with their goods. The 
consumers were reluctant to go into the open market 
and bid for the metal. They sat back as long as they 
dared and late in the summer when their stocks ran 
low and copper was still ‘off,’ they rushed into the mar- 


ket in a body, and the sellers of copper were able. to 
dictate terms. Such a condition would not be an im- 
probable outcome of the present situation.”

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 





The demand for hardware has been affected by the 
unseasonable weather of the last few weeks, but, manu- 
facturers express satisfaction with the situation, as the 
temporary lull has given them an opportunity to 
catch up on orders and to effect needed improyements 
in their factories. 

Eastern jobbers report a marked falling off in de- 
mand for spring lines, while local labor troubles in the 
building trades have tended to decrease the demand 
for builders’ hardware. 

In the wire nail trade conditions show little improve- 
ment. Shortage of steel hampers the mills, which are 
from one to three months behind on deliveries, while 
stocks in jobbers’ hands are light. 

In spite of the unseasonable ‘weather, Western job- 
bers report that business shows an increase over the 
same period of last year. Threatening shortage of 
crops is expected to have its effect upon trade by di- 
minishing the purchasing power of the farmer, 

An advance of 10 to 15 per cent in strap and T- 
hinges is announced to take place May 20. A Io per 
cent advance in revolvers has also been made. An 
increase in the demand for roller skates is a feature of 
the trade. 





TIN PLATE. 

The demand for tin plates continues good at un- 
changed prices. A sharp advance was noted this week 
in the price of pig tin, due to the difficulty of unload- 
ing the metal in New York on account of the long- 
shoreman’s strike. Specifications for tin plate are ex- 
tremely heavy. 

Fire on Monday, May 13, at the Aetna-Standard 
plant of the American Sheet & Tin Plate Company 
destroyed the warehouse and will possibly interfere 
with shipments from that plant for awhile. The stock 
destroyed, however; was not large. 

The base price on coke tin plate continues at $3.90 
f.o. b. Pittsburg.

Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“To simply say the pig iron market is, active does not 
give an adequate idea of the strain under which pro- 
ducers and consumers are laboring. Prices in the past twi 
weeks have advanced from $18.50 f. o. b. Birmingham for 
No. 2, fourth quarter delivery, to $20. This sensational 
advance has been the consequence of heavy buying. In.the 
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South third quarter iron ‘is now scarce, and the greater 
part of the fourth quarter metal has been soll. In the 
North the furnaces are even better sold up than in the 
South, ahd the asking price for what little iron is left is 
$25 f. o. b. Ohio furnace. And orders are being taken at 
these prices. Exactly what the belated buyer is going to 
do to secure a supply of iron is a question that must dis- 
turb him not a little. 

“There is more and more talk of $30 iron. Every con- 
dition is ripe for a squeeze that would put prices up to this 
figure And yet all furnace men know that there could be 
no greater misfortune than to have prices forced to such a 
point that the consumer would see his business ruined. It 
never has been and never will be a good plan to kill the 
goose that lays the golden eggs. For months now the tend- 
ency has been not so much to reduce the price of spot iron 


‘as to advance the price of forward iron to a parity with 


spot. And to-day the prices for spot and forward iron are 
very nearly the same. 

“The week has been marked by a tremendous inquiry 
and good sales. Prospective buyers have not been able to 
find all they wanted. Steel making irons have been in par- 
ticular demand. 

“We mentioned in our last report inquiry and sales for 
1908. Such inquiries are getting more and more numerous. 
The northern furnaces are quoting for next year on a basis 
of $22. One very important interest reports that a large 
tonnage of 1908 iron has been booked. 

“Coke sales are good, and prices are about what might 
have been expected at this time of the year.” 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“The week has added further strength to the pig iron 
market in all districts. Advances in price on Northern 
and Southern iron have had no apparent effect in diminish- 
ing the amount of buying, which has been large. Business 
is being placed freely for the fourth quarter, wherever ton- 
nage is available, but present reports indicate that fourth 
quarter iron is being rapidly covered. Furnaces continue to 
report withdrawal from the market for 1907. Buying of 
Southern iron for the first quarter of next year continues 
and some inquiry has developed for first half of 1908, and 
even longer. , 

“There are no large lots of Bessemer or Basic iron in 
the Pittsburg district available for 1907 delivery, occasional 
small lots as they present themselves being eagerly taken. 
In general it appears that never before have furnaces been 
so well sold up at this time of the year for such an extended 
period ahead. 

“Tt has been questioned whether the actual purchases 
now on the books of furnaces are for tonnage to be used 
in getting out work which buyers stand to deliver. All 
indications point to this being for bona fide 1907 consump- 
tion requirements. It is hard to say where the irons for 
the complete demands of 1907 melt will come from. 

“Considerable improvement in buying of rails and other 
steel forms has added strength to already strong conditions 
and has proved those mistaken who thought that the recent 
lull in this particular presaged the beginning of a decline. 

“Coke is easier. Shipments are coming forward prompt- 
ly on contracts and there is a good supply of both Furnace 
and Foundry. coke offering. There is some improvement in 
inquiry, particularly for contracts covering six months or a 
year ahead.”
